“ corpulent ; accuilomed  to  free  living,  and 

\ 

“ ftrong  corporeal  exertions  in  the  purfuit  of 
“ country  amufements,  in  December  1787, 
“ was  feized  with  Diabetes ; but  the  caufe  of 
“ the  great  degree  of  emaciation,  was  not  dif- 
covered  until  March  20.  1788;  at  which 
time,  his  urine  was  found  to  be  fweet,  fer- 
- mentable  with  yeaft ; and  two  pounds  on 
“ evaporation,  yielded  about  five  or  fix  ounces 
of  fweet  black  extradl,  exadly  refembling 
“ that  preparation  of  molafles  made  by  con- 
“ fedioners,  for  children,  and  vulgarly  called 
“ coverlid. 

‘‘  Within  the  above  mentioned  period,  the 
“ quantity  of  urine  evacuated,  was  never  obferved 
“ to  exceed  what  is  ufual  in  heaith,  or  to  be  dif- 
“ proportioned  to  the  ingejla,  though  the  flate  of 
it  had  been  frequently  inquired  into,  and 
“ even  the  quantity  of  liquids  drank  and  void-

“ ed  meafared.  For  thefe  reafons,  the  quality 
“ of  it  was  not  fufpeded,  iintil  it  became  in- 
“ conceivable,  confidering  the  quantity  of  ali- 
“ ment  taken  in,  how  fuch  a degree  of  ex- 
“ hauftion  could  enfue,  unlefs  the  body  was 
“ drained  by  the  quality  of  what  was  rejedled 
“ as  apparently  excrementitiaus. 

“ Variety  of  medicines,  the  ufual  confe- 
“ quence  of  inefficacy  and  defpair,  were  fuc- 
“ ceffively  adminiilered. 

“ Decod:ion  of  bark,  with  vitriolic  acid,  and 
“ alum,  with  allringents  and  aromatics,  with 
“ chalybeates,  with  faccharum  faturni,  and 

“ opium  ; and  with  cantharides,  together  with 

/ 

“ cold  bathing  in  falt  water,  were  the  principal 
“ means  ufed,  and  at  hrfl  had  a very  good 

“ effed; ; but  foon  afterwards,  every  medicine 
“ difagrccd  with  the  ftomach,  and  the  patient 
“ gradually  funk,  and  died  on  the  iSthof  June.

“ For  fome  time  before  his  death,  flight 
“ heCcic  fymptoms  fupervened  : his  thirfl  be-

“ came  intolerable  ; his  mouth  and  fauces  very 

clammy  ; his  tongue  deeply  chapped ; his 

“ flcin  dry  and  fcaly ; and  his  appetite,  which 

“ at  firft  was  tolerable,  gradually  diminifhed, 

“ and  laterly  was  changed  into  an  averfion, 

“ even  of  a iight  of  food.  His  only  fupport, 

“ therefore,  in  this  llage  of  the  difeafe,-  was 

“ derived  from  a plentiful  fupply  of  nutritious 

liquids.  About  this  time,  when  he  voided 

“ urine,  he  ufually  applied  his  hands  to  the 

“ hypochondria,  and  exprelTed  a fenfation  of

“ became  fteady.  Delirium  and  convulfions 
“ clofed  the  fcene. 

“ Notwithflanding  tbis  progreflive  increafe  of 
fatal  fymptoms,  the  only  apparent  caufe,  the 
“ faccharine  matter  in  the  urine,  daily  decreafed 
“ in  proportion,  and,  laterly,  two  pounds 
yielded  only  an  ounce  and  a half,  whilft  the 
“ quantity  of  urine  evacuated  feldom  exceeded 
four  or  Jive  pounds  in  twenty-four  hours,  and 
“ had  changed  from  a very  light  ftraw  colour, 
“ to  one  deeper,  and  more  natural.”

“ ammon.  pur.  (Ph.  Lond.)  until  no  further  abforptioii 
is  perceived,  or  until  the  alkali  is  faturated.” 

The  hepatic  or  fulphurated  hydrogene  gas  ftiould 
‘‘  be  obtained  for  this  purpofe  from  artificial  pyrites, 
or  fulphuret  of  iron,  and  the  muriatic  acid.”

The  eafiell  mediod  of  making  the  artificial  pjrites 
is,  to  raife  a piece  of  iron  in  a Smith’s  forge  to  a 
white  heat,  and  theii  to  rub  it  againfl  the  end  of  a 
roll  of  fulphur  : the  iron  at  this  temperature  imme- 
diately  combines  with  the  fulphur,  and  forms  glo- 
‘‘  bules  of  pyrites,  which  fhould  be  received  inio  a 
veffel  filled  with  water  ; thofe  globules  are  to  be  re- 
duced  to  powder,  and  introduced  into  the  proof,  to 
which  a fufficient  quantity  of  the  muriatic  acid  is  to 
be  added.” 

The  dofe  to  an  adult  Ihould  not  at  firfl  exceed 
three  or  four  drops,  to  be  given  three  or  four  times 
‘‘  a-day,  and  this  dofe  to  be  gradually  increafed,  fo  as 
to  produce  flight  giddinefs  ; but  as  it  is  a very 
powerful,  and  in  large  dofes,  a dangerous  medicine, 
great  caution  Ihould  be  ufed  in  its  exhibition.”  Rollo,
